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' Honey 

A decided  upward-  trend  in  United  States  exports  of  honey  lias 
"been  in  evidence  in  recent  years.  Soon  of  ter  the  Civil  War,  the 
United  States  'began  to  export  small  quantities  of  honey.  Expansion 
was  slow  ho  .'/ever,  until  stimulated  by  the  World  War,  exports  reached 
a peak  in  1918  when  they  amounted  to  16,091,000  pdunds,  valued  at 
y2, 510,000.  A short  period  of  recession  followed  but  during  the 
last  5 years  exports  have  gradually  advanced  until  in  1929  they 
amounted  to  11,806,000  pounds,  the  second  highest  on  record.  Germany 
and  the  United .Kingdom  are  the  principal  markets  for  our  expert  honey. 

Formerly  imports  frequently  exceeded  exports  but  later  years 
show  a very  noticeable  expert  balance,  the  average  net  export  value 
during  1925-1929  -amounting  to  p768,C00  as  compared  with  an  average  of 
,,>102,000  during  1910-1914.  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  arc  fairly  important 
sources  of  honey  for  continental  United  States  but  the  trend  in  this 
trade  apparently  has  been  slightly  downward  in  the  last  10  years. 


Beeswax 


The  trend  of  our  foreign  trade  in  beeswax  has  been  one  of 
declining  exports  and  increasing  imports.  Prior  to  1900  both  exports 
and  imports  of  beeswax:  were  of  minor  importance.  This  was  followed 
by  two  decades  of  gradually  increasing  imports  and  a very  decided 
gain  during  the  last  5 years,  which  reached  the  pock  in  1929  when 
5,065,000  was  received  from  foreign  sources.  Average  not  imports 
during  1925-1929  amounted  to  4,361,000  pounds,  more  than  4 b times  the 
average  not  imports  during  1910-1914  which  amounted  to  only  936,000 
pounds.  Portugal,  Cuba.,  the  United  Kingdom  end  Brazil  supply  the 
bulk  of  our  imported  beeswax.  Porto  Hico  and  Hawaii  also  supply  con- 
tinental United  States  with  some  beeswax  but  takings  from  our  insular 
possessions  are  small  compared  with  inports  from  foreign  countries.

KIND,  QUANTITY  AKD  VALUE  OF  IMPORTS  - The  kind,  quantity  and  value 
of  imported  merchandise  are  ascertained  from  the  entry  filed  by  the  importer 
at  the  customhouse. 

Tho  value  of  imported  merchandise  as  shown  in  the  statistical  tables 
is  the  foreign  value  or  the  export  value,  whichever  is  higher;  that  is, 
the  market  value  or  the  price  at  which  the  merchandise,  at  the  time  of 
exportation  to  tho  United  Stakes,  is  offered  for  sale  In  the  principal 
markets  of  tho  country  from  which  exported,  including  the  cost  of  containers 
or  coverings  and  all  expenses  incident  to  placing  tho  merchandise  in  con- 
dition ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States.
